secretly concluding a treaty cover- 
Ing the principal and most delicate

CANNED ASPARAGUS 


By Sister Mary. 


If^you are lucky enough to have an 


asparagus bed of your own and It is 
big enough to more than supply your 
table try canning aome for winter use. 


Asparagus is one of the best veg- 


etables to can. ' It keeps well after 
canning and requires little prepar 
atlon for canning. 


Pint jars are preferable to quarts 


for asparagus as the (talks pack 
better In the smaller Jar. 


TO CAN ASPARAGUS. 


Cut off the tough ends of each 


stalk. 
Wash carefully and remove 


large scales from stalks. 
Blanch, 


cold dip and pack one jar at a time. 
Put enough stalks to fill one can in 
a cheesecloth square. Tie loosely to 
keep the asparagus from breaking. 


Plunge Into 
boiling 
water 
and 


boil 16 minutes. Kemove from boil- 
ing water and plunge Immediately 
into cold water. 


Do not let stand in cold water. 


Drain. Pack in sterilized jars. Add 
one-half teaspoon salt lo 
a 
pint 


jar and fill the jar to within one- 
quarter inch from the top with boil- 
ing water. 


Put on can rubber. Put can cover 


half way on. Place in canner and 
boil two ours. Count the time after 
the water begins to boil again 
The 


jars will cool the water a few de- 
grees below the boiling point. 


At the end of two hours remove 


from boiler, fniish screwing down

If you prefer ,to can the topa for 


salad and the ends for soup cut the 
tips in two-inch -lengths. The new 
flat glass jars are very satisfactory 
to use for the tips. 


TO CAN ASPARAGUS TIPS. 


Wash_ tips very carefully. 
Put 


enough to fill a pint jar In a cheese- 
cloth square and tie loosely. Blanch 
the tips in steam. 


To do this put the asparagus tied 


in the cheesecloth in a colander over 
a large kettle of boiling water. Of 
course a steamer is easier to use, 
but the colander answers the purpose 


Steam 10 mllnutes. 
The delicate 


flavor is retained by this toothed and 
there is less danger of crushing the 
tender tips, 


After blanching plunge into cold 


water. 
Drain. Pack in jar, add one- 


half teaspoon salt and fill with boil- 
ing water to within one-quarter Inch 
of the top. Half seal cover and boil 
one and one-half hours 
The water 


must cover the jars at least two 
inches. 


Always count the time of boiling 


from the time the boiling begins af- 
ter the jars are put in the boiler. Re- 
move from boiler, finish scaling and 
cool quickly. 


Remember that 
the 
speed 
with 


which you work counts for much in 
the keeping of vegetables or fruit. 


The jars must be perfectly steri- 


lized before being packed 
and 
a 


vacuum must be formed during the 
canning. These two conditions Insure 
"keeping."

ly good job. On such streets one can 
simply do the best work practicable 
and then reinspcct it after 
a 
few 


clays or after a heavy rain and make 
any corrections found necessary. 


"Where there is a concrete base It 


v ill be lnj-st to thoroughly ram 
the 


earth, as above described, and 
then 


restore the concrete immediately, us- 
ing a fairly rich mixture; in fact a 
litt'e better than was used in the 
original concrete. If this is done 
at 


Dice it will make a better bond, due 
to the fact that the edges of

"If I were Manager of a 
Utility 


Company I certainly would make 
it 


part of my public relations policy to 
do my work just a little beter than 
that done by anyone else.

do so. Don't forget that the public 
utility fellows are just human beings

DUNCAN TELLS HOW 


RADIO IS SENT 


BT U. L. DUNCAN, 


Director, Radio Institute o. America. 


Continuing our trip around 
the 


circuit with a wireless wave, we find 
that the spark gap is the next step 
after the condenser. 


The purpose of this gap \t to dis- 


charge the energy stored up in the 
condenser in the form of radio fre- 
quency oscillations. It also quenches 
the spark—that is. restores the gap 
to its non-conducting state when its 
energy 
has 
been 
passed 
on 
to 


the antenna circuit. 


The most popular fjrm of spark 


gap is the Quenched. It has several 
heavy copper plates separated by In- 
sulating washers. 
Tense are placed 


in a rack or holder and pressed 
tightly together by means of a pres- 
sure bolt. 


The distance between each coppsr 


plate is not over 1-100 of an inch. 
The sparking surface inside the gap 
ia absolutely airtight 
to 
prevent 


leakage and sparking which would 
cause a loss in the output of the 
current. 


Each gap 
reciuires 
about 1,200 


volts. 
Using 20,000 volts approxi- 


mately 17 gaps would be employed. " 


OSCILLATION TRANSFORMER. 
Next comes the oscillation trans- 


former consisting of a primary and 
secondary winding. 
The i—lmary of 


this ia In the closed circuit (con- 
sisting of all parta heretofore, de- 
scribed) and the secondary is In the 
open or antenna circuit. 


The function 
of 
the 
oscillation 


transformer is to transf - the energy 
from the closed circuit to the open. 
By means of it, the -wave length of 
either circuit can be Increased or de- 
creased by varying 
the 
self-in- 


ductance of either the primary or 
secondary coil. 


When the limit of charge has been 


reached in 
the 
condenser, it dis- 


charges through the primary wind- 
ing of 
the' oscillation Tansformer 


across the spark gap. 


This discharge consists of a num- 


ber of radio 
oscillations, the fre- 


quency of which will be increased If 
inductance Is reduced to the primary 
winding or decreased if inductance 
is added. 


A reduction in the capacity of a 


condenser will likewise Increase the 
frequency of the oscillations and an 
increase in capacity will reduce It.

Tuesday these two young men ear- 


ned a canoe from the home of Mr.

ami a few Incidentals into it and 
started up stream. 


CURRENT STRONG. 


The portage of the canoe to the 


river was not easy but 
the 
boys 


found that fighting the current from 
Lincoln park up to the city pump- 
ing station below the big dam was 
an even harder job. The old dam 
is so completely covered now by tne 
high water that It is not there ns 
far as the surface of the river Is 
concerned but as the boys paddled 
upstream and nenred the pumping 
station they found that the current 
from the water which shot through 
the flood gates and he openings in 
the spillway of the new dam made 
going ahead almost impossible.

EASY DOWX STREAM. 


The trip down streari was not

row.
